attending Homer High School. As a parent of a soon to be freshman, my husband and I, and 
many other 

parents of soon to be freshman, were invited to the Homer High School library to attend an 
orientation to 

explain what to expect for our child's education. 

Dr. Keffer, the principal, explained to us what the situation with the echool funding, or 
the potential 

lack of, was. Dr. Keffer told us that there have been approximately four studies total, 
done by outside 

sources, hired by the State of Alaska, that suggested the Kenai Peninsula Borough School 
District has 

been under funded by $10 million dollars per year, for that last several years. The first 
three reports 

done by these outside sources didn't provide the answers that the State wanted to hear so 
our School 

District was dismissed. The last study provided by the last outside source, came up with 
the same study 

and suggestions. The State of Alaska decided that maybe the sources had been correct and 
gave the School 

District approximately $2 million dollars. Now, this Information that I have relayed to 
you, provided by 

Dr. Keffer isn't verbatim, but it's pretty close and the dollar amounts are. I am 
completely, and 

utterly disgusted and very frustrated. 

I knew that all of this was a big issue. My husband and I have been listening over the 
past few years, 

knowing in the back of our minds that our son was going to be a part of this situation. I 
think that 

both of us had hoped that the State of Alaska would make things better by the time our son 
got t o High 

School. This has not happened. And it ie extremely scary that the direction that we're 
heading for, by 

not properly funding our children's future is getting worse and I don't see any support 
for our schools. 

I have a daughter who will be in Homer High School in four years. What will the lack of 
our schools 

funding be then? To what extreme will it be then? Why is it that nobody is listening and 
doing 

something about it? I don't want to hear excuses why there is failure to provide our 
schools the funds 
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that our children deserve. I want to hear, for once, how our state is making a difference 
in mine, and

There's not enough money because of the low 
enrollment, 

there's low enrollment because parents are tired of all the lack of funding, then more 
parents start 

home-schooling. Look at what has been created it ' . a cycle that can be stopped. 

Give the 

parent 's a reason to leave their children enrolled in public schools. Parents are 
responsible for 

raising our children to the best of our ability. Our public schools are responsible for 
providing the 

best education that money can buy. Ali of us are eatitled to it. This is our future, how 
can we jus t 

dismiss this responsibility? 

My husband, Rick, suggested that I contact you. I figured that you could either direct me 
in the right 

direction, or pass this message to the whomever it needs to go.

Information on WTC that I thought you might find helpful: 

Funding for WTC has fluctuated over the years. It has averaged $125k. 

Last year WTC received $450k but that consisted of $150k in operating and $300k in capital. I understand that 
last year was the first time WTC rec'd additionai capital funding. The projects under that capital grant have not yet 
been completed. I think a good bit of those funds remain unspent...but am checking. 

The two capital projects are as follows: 

1) $150k for light boxes to be deployed in four Asian worid trade centers. One has been deployed thus far 
in Taiwan. 

2) $150k for the Discover Alaska project. This project invofves inviting mid-level executives from Asian 
businesses to visit Alaska on familiarization tours. I believe Greg has been to Asia promoting this idea, 
but the tours have not yet occurred.
